CELESTIAL PYROTaCHMOH. 


Approaching Annual Moteorlc DUplay 


—Cause* of tbe Plienamenon. 


An annually recurrent, and, as a rule, 


wonderfully beautiful, display of fire- 
works may be expected to take place 
to-night. The rockets are all of celes- 
tial manufacture, and as such will, in 
an immeasurable degree, exceed the 
nost brilliant efforts of modern pyro 
technists. They will also be marked 
by the startling pecnlarity that they 
will not be projected from the surface 
of the earth into the air above, these to 
explode and glitter harmlessly, bnt wil 
be hurled with prodigious violence 
thereon only by the atmospheric barrier 
which surrounds it, and which will con- 
sume them before they reach the in- 
habited susface. In short, the annua' 
meteoric shower of August 20 is impend- 
ing, and if the night be cloudless the 
superstitious will have ample chance to 
secure the accomplishment of their 
wishes through the agency of the mnlti 
tildes of shooting stars that may be ox 
pected to rush through the heavens 


Over eight hundred of these meteor 


itcs come within the limits of our at 
mosphere within each successive perioc 
of twenty-four hours. The theory i 
that the whole universe is full of tin; 
stars, weighing from a pound or two to 
many tons; all dark and cold in them 
selves and moving in regular orbits— 
those which the earth encounters being 
of course, attached to the solar system 
In all portions of the earth's orbit then 
are many of these bodies, so that thi 
phenmeuon called shooting stars are o 
almost unceasing occurrence. In som 
portions, however, they exist in sucn 
enormous numbers as to produce th 
appearance of star showers as the; 
impinge on the atmosphere. The mos 
thickly crowded part of the orbit ii 
always reached by the planet about thii 
date, and hence the annual recurrence 
of a grand celestial exhibition. It i 
believed that the tremendous friction 
produced by the collision of these bodie 
nt enormous velocities," even with so 
thin a substance ns the air, is sufficien 
to heat them to an incandescent state 
and so their sudden appearance is BO 
counted for. While cold they are to. 
small to shine by reflected light as doei 
the moon, but when they grow of them 
selves and come near the earth they 
become visible. Itis uncertain who 
becomes of them. Some believe they 
never leave the atmosphere, being hell 
by the earth's attraction. Others hold 
they pass through the atmosphere and 
disappear on reaching outer space 
Some certainly reach the earth nncon 
mimed in tlio form of meteoric stones

Thirty-sii Ban of Billion Buried on Pe&viat 


Hill—Mack Fraitlss Labor BxMnded to Kid 
the Hidden Wetl'h—Ihs Romn Appoint 
June 26,1879, as the D»y to Reratrtet th« 
Plant—Thrilling Local. 


A few months- since a stranger ar- 


rived in Beno. No one knew from 
whence he came, nor what was his bus- 
iness. He seemed to shun all mankind 
and became very uneasy when in the 
presence of any one. Every morning 
early he walked off toward the Peavine 
hills and would be gone the best part of 
the day returning only in the evening 
in time for dinner, looking careworn 
and disappointed. Upon being ques- 
tioned he would invariably give an 
evasive answer and go oft" by himself. 
It was plain to all that something 
preyed upon his mind, and by common 
acceptance it became understood that 
he was looking for something in the 
direction of Peavine. That it was valu- 
able was evident from the anxiety and 
persistency with which he prosecuted 
his search. Curiosity finally became so 
much aroused that it was determined to 
follow 'him, and, if possible, discover 
hif secret.
